ant  is  entirely  completed.  A  cir- 
3  drive  to  the  front  entrance  of 
e  building  and  the  completion 
parking  areas  are  being  pushed 
ong  as  fast  as  possible. 
The  building  is  modern  and 
notional  in  every  respect.  The 
terior  walls  as  well  as  the  equip- 
ent  are  finished  in  pleasing 
)lor  schemes.  General  shop,  gen- 
al  metals,  and  graphic  arts  are 
ich  housed  in  a  separate  section 

the  building.  Adjoining  the 
meral  shop  is  the  drawing  and 
anning    room,    which    has   glass 


partitions  on  two  sides  and  natural 
uni-lateral  lighting  on  the  other, 
supplemented  by  diagonally  hung 
fluorescent  lights. 

The  general  shop  is  arranged  to 
offer  courses  in  electricity,  bench 
and  art  metals,  woodwork,  and 
crafts.  The  general  metals  shop 
is  equipped  to  offer  work  in  ma- 
chine tools,  welding,  pattern  mak- 
ing and  foundry  practice,  cold 
iron,  and  sheet  metal.  The  graphic 
arts  shop  is  equipped  with  a 
Model  31  Linotype,  Big  Chief  Off- 
set press,  Baum  folder  and  per- 
forator. Consolidated  process 
camera,  and  a  complete  photog- 
raphy dark  room. 

The  large  classroom  located  in 
the  west  end  of  the  building  is 
provided  with  large  Modern-fold 
curtains  which  permit  the  room  to 
be  used  for  a  large  assembly  room, 
or  by  closing  the  curtains  two 
smaller  groups  can  meet  simul- 
taneously. 

Dr.  Walter  J.  Robinson,  head  of 
the  Department,  and  his  staff  are 
extremely  proud  of  the  new  build- 
ing, its  new  and  modern  equip- 
ment, its  functional  arrangement, 
its  large  and  commodious  shops, 
classrooms,  offices,  and  store- 
rooms. They  will  be  delighted  to 
conduct  personally  any  and  all 
visitors  over  the  building.
